(b) Where the exporter has not m ailed of any advance licence or the exporter is not an EOU/EPZ unit, the 
value of the Special Import licence will be limited to ?0% of the FOB value of export realisation. 

(c) Where the expo ner has ava iled of an advance licence or the exporter is an EOU/EPZ unit, the value of the 
Special Import licence will he limited to 15% of the FOB value of export realisation. 

4. The Special Import licences granted in accordance with this Public Notice are freely transferable. 

5. This Public Notice applies to the export proceeds realised on or after 1st March, 1992 and shall remain 
valid until further orders. 

6. An application for grant of licence shall be submitted in the form proscribed in Appendix XII of the Hand¬ 
book of Procedure, 1992-97 (Revised EdHion: March, 1994), alongwhh the prescribed documents, The 
application shall be made to the licensing authority within whose jurisdiction the exporter is situated. 
The consolidated application may be made on quarterly, half-yearly or on yearly basis, as the exporter may choose, 
on realisation of export proceeds but not later than six months from the last month of the periodicities 
mentioned above.
